of the moat shocking accidents that ever 
happened in this vicinity, occurred to- 
day <rilh possibly 'fatal 'reflate. Two 
Young men named James and George 


• J.ipp, aged 1» and 17 years respectively, 


were horribly mutilated by the eiplo- 
sion of a box ol B'«nt powder caps. 
Tliey went for a walk to the Moser 
mine, near this place, and on their re- 
turn on the road recently constructed to 
tho mine, discovered near the roadside 
a bo* of giant poirder caps, a piece of 
fuse and about half a dozen giant powder 
cartridges.

Just how the accident occurred is not 


yet known. However, a man named 
HalloyGold saw the two men coming 
down the road locked arm in arm, stag- 
gering from one side of the road to the 
olhor, and uttering fearful shrieks. He 
at llrst thought them to be drunken 
men, but on their nearer approach dis- 
covered the horrible condition of the 
boyB. He seated thorn beneath a tree 
and hurried to town for assistance. A 
convnyanco was immediately started 
out and brought them in, and Dr. 
lilnisdcll of this town and Dr. Simmons 
of San Andreas were summoned. 
The condition of the young men was 


' turriulu in the extreme. Tho left hand 


of James waa torn to BhrodB, neccssitat- 
inc Buirmtalion at the wrist, his eye 
light destroyed, his head, laco and 
upper part of his b*ly lilled with frag- 
ments of metal from the cap shells and 
tin bo* in which the shells were con- 
tained while his brother George waB 
mangled about tho head, losing one 
eye and probably both. The first and 
second finger and thumb ot tho lelt 
band of James were found near the 
place ol the accident still holding a half 
turned cigarette. Tho presumption IB 
that while examining the box, a spark 
loll among the caps and caused the ox- 
plosion while both young men were ex- 
iminini! it. Tbo full extent of their 
injtirios cannot yet hi) fully determined.

Not immj Now Yorkers have ever 


beard of the "Church of tho Ragpick- 
rrs." In the neighborhood of Itoosovelt 
street, where it is located, this is tho 
familiar uauio of the Roman Catholic 
church of tit. Joachim, of which Father 
Vincini is tho pastor. The members are 
Italians exclusively, inhabitants of tho 
densely populated district roundabout, 
snd as somo of them aro ragpickers ami 
havo rented the lower half of the church 
for tho storage of their goods the nick- 
name which designates the church a> 
the peculiar place of worship of this 
cliiRs came into nse. 


Years ago, when Boosevelt street was 


not so squalid aud as overflowing with 
human beings as it is today, this church 
belonged lo a Methodist Episcopal con- 
gregation. There wore merchant, solid 
men of down lown Now York, living 
tlierc, and the neighborhood was emi- 
nently respectable. 


Now tho church stands with a cheap 


lodging house on one side and a typical 
slum grocery store on tho other. A nest 
of tough saloons are near by, tip and 
down lho street. Organized in 18SS, lho 
Italian population thereabouts grew so 
rapidly within „ radius of a mile that 
the church has now ono of tho larcest 
congregations in the city. 


The building is of brick and is din-v 


and dirty. It is only by standing ucroS 
the street that yon can see a small cross 
on the roof, tho only thing about the 
ediuco that suggests its religious char-ic- 
to. Looking in on the first floor, you will 
witness a curious spectacle. The whole 
depth and breadth of the floor is filled 
with rags. Raga loose, rags in pile., and 
rags in bales ready for shipping aro all 
about. Big crimes and chains for hoist- 
ing purposes run here and there. Half 
buried in these piles of rags aro men 
women and children—lho mm and wom- 
en busy iissortiiigragu and the fat, brown 
youngsters tumbling about in phiv or 
sleeping, as the case may be. 


It is Hie biggest ragshop iu this city. 


It is wholesale aud relail in Hie sense 
that here the individual ragpickers! of 
tho town dispose of their wares, which 
are assorted and baled and sold for man- 
ufacturing purposes. The pastor of St 
Joachim's rents thin lower floor lo the 
company that conducts this rag bus 
at a good rental, and indeed were i 
for that the mission would suffer'.

Firms Who Cut Prices.

KKMIHLICAS : — The reason 


given by the constitutionally crooked 
packer for cutting raisin prices ifl that 
he has to compete with tbo Spanish 
product. There ia no truth in this, for 
the reason that tho Spaniard beliovca 
th^re is some value in raisins and re- 
fuses to sell at anvthiug like the prices 
at which the California raisiua are 
offered . 


1 have lately received from tho con- 


troller of the New York custom houeo a 
tabulated statement of the importe of 
Spanish raisiua for eiiiht years past, 
commencing with 51,000,000 pounds, 
and gradually reducing until June 30, 
1894, and for the year closing then the 
imports were 13,000,000 pounds. Cali- 
fornia produced last year 71,000,000 
pounds. 


Aa to the combine. If there had been 


no combination prices would have been 
cut this year as they were last, when a 
constitutionally crooked packer broke 
tho market by offering in all eastern 
cities raisins at prices which allow tho 
grower only 1 cent a pound. 


As to the charges mado against the 


combination by the Producers' rooking 
Company, I consider their weak point 
;o be that they are afraid to mention 
names. A telegram stating that "come 
man" has authorized the cutting of 
prices, is no evidence. If the price has 
been broken let us have the name of the 
company which breaks it. The strong- 
est weapon tlio grower has is to refuse 
to do busincfis with the grower who 
cuts. This ia a weapon tho cutting 
packers are afraid of, and they arc afraid 
that their names will bo made public.
